running down communists, may 
turn his searchers loose on the 
tin mines of Riverside county, 
Ralph Estes, a member of the 
board of the County Chamber of 
Mines, said Monday. 
"We now have a real chance 
to get somewhere," he said. 
“The tin-sin of Temescal is be­ 
fore a committee headed by 
Senator Joe McCarthy." 


E S T E S , W I T H O T H E R mem­ 
bers of the chamber of mines, 
has often said that the Tem­ 
ascal Canyon region is rich in 
tin ores but that a British car­ 
tel has used differenl methods 
to keep the information from 
getting out. 
Estes charged recently that a 
derogatory report of the can­ 
yon’s tin potentialities, a re­ 
port made during World War 
II by the U.-S. Department of 
Interior, was deliberately fal­ 
sified. 
At Estes’ request, county sup­ 
ervisors asked the Department 
of Interior to restudy the re­ 
port. 


T H E D E P A R T M E N T w r o t e 
back to the supervisors, after 
a few weeks, that it had found 
nothing to change the general 
conclusion of the original re­ 
port — that there isn’t enough 
tin in the canyon to supply the 
tin for a can of beans for pros­ 
pectors. 
Estes said it is Senator Thom­ 
as Kucltel who helped the cham ­ 
ber get the question of tin in 
the canyon to Senator McCar­ 
thy. 


T H E R E W A S N O immediate 
indication as to just when Sen­ 
ator McCarthy will get an in­ 
vestigation under way. 
Estes made his r e p o r t to 
county supervisors. They ex­ 
pressed a hope that Senator Mc­ 
Carthy will strike tin.
